Cooper's Commons 
owner cites financial issues

AGAWAM - A local business owner has 
withdrawn her request for Community Pres- 
ervation Act (CPA) funding for handicapped 
accessibility for an historic building, citing 
financing issues with her bank. 

Kathleen Gourde, owner of Cooper’s 
Commons, LLC, was seeking $130,700 to 
install a vertical wheel lift to accommodate 
handicapped access to the second floor of 
the old Country Squire building on Main 
Street as well as an exterior wheelchair 
ramp and ADA restrooms. 

The Agawam City Council was sched- 
uled to vote on the matter at its meeting 
Monday. 

The Community Preservation Act (CPA), 
passed by the state Legislature in 2000, 
allows Agawam to assess a | percent sur- 
charge on property (with the first $100,000 
valuation excluded), with at least 10 percent 
devoted to affordable housing, historical 
preservation and open space preservation. 
In some instances, public recreation proj-

Redistricting introduces Here we SO a-caroling 
new senator to Agawam

AGAWAM -— Though not 
in an official capacity yet, 
Agawam residents should 
get to know the face of state 
Sen. Michael Knapik, R- 
Westfield. 

Barring opposition, which 
he has not seen in an election 
since 2002, Knapik will be 
officially representing Aga- 
wam moving forward after 
elections are held next No- 
vember. 

But Knapik, a 21-year 
veteran of the state legisla- 
ture, is looking to hit the ground running 
in Agawam, and is already making himself 
available to town officials, as well as town 
residents. 

“T want to make sure that I put myself out 
there and make myself available to constitu- 
ents in the next year,’ said Knapik. “When I 
run for re-election next year, I do not want 
people in Agawam saying, 
“Who is this guy?’” 

Knapik said essentially 
that Agawam, like several 
other surrounding areas, will 
be seeing dual representation 
thanks to the re-districting 
recently approved the legis-

with Sen. (Jim) Welch to ad- 
dress the needs of Agawam.” 

Welch, D-West Spring- 
field, will lose Agawam from 
his district, but will gain a 
large portion of Springfield. 
Welch already represents 
parts of Springfield and Chi- 
copee. He defeated Agawam 
resident and City Councilor 
Robert Magovern for the seat 
in last year’s election. 

As a result of the popula- 
tion shifting, Knapik has lost 
part of the near 25,000 in 
population from Chicopee, 
and gained all of Agawam. 
The shift will make Agawam 
the third largest community 
in Knapik’s 13-town/city dis- 
trict, known as the 2nd Hampden/Hampshire 
District. Knapik also will no longer represent 
Blandford or Chester. 

Agawam, with a population of about 
28,000, is third to Holyoke (with about 
39,000 people), and Westfield (42,000). 

Knapik met recently with Agawam Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen, and said he has also met 
with Director of Veterans Services Richard 
Girard, in an effort to begin familiarizing 
himself with Agawam and its needs. He said 
there is a learning curve, but it is manageable 
since he has served the surrounding commu- 
nities of Westfield and Southwick for many 
years. 

“When I go to vote, which I have done 
thousands of times in Boston, I do it with the 
Pioneer Valley in mind,” he said. “Agawam 
is a big part of that.”

AGAWAM -— In last week’s Agawam Advertiser 


News, City Council President Donald Rheault said an 
emergency preamble would come forward to the coun- 
cil for additional costs for the Oct. 29 storm debris 
cleanup. The council had already authorized expending 
$2.35 million in the effort and Mayor Richard A. Cohen 


sought for at least $2 million more. 

However, following an opinion from the Massachu- 
setts Department of Revenue, (DOR), the preamble 
was withdrawn citing Mass. General Law Chapter 44, 
Section 31, which allows Director of Accounts Gerard 
Perry to authorize spending of up to $5 million. The law 
allows Perry to increase the total payment limit result- 
ing from the storm emergency at the mayor’s request in 
order to maintain public health and public safety. 

As a result, storm cleanup continues and no further 
authorization was required by the city council.

It’s a question 
that still intrigues many people, 
including Peter Quirk, a local his- 


torian and academic lecturer who has spent 
the last seven years talking about the assas- 
sination at local colleges and universities as 
well as several area libraries. 

The Agawam Center Library Association 
sponsored Quirk’s presentation, The Kenne- 
dy Assassination and the Warren Commis- 
sion Report, at the Agawam Public Library 
on Nov. 21 — the day before the 48th anni- 
versary of Kennedy’s assassination. 

More than 20 Agawam-area people lis- 
tened as Quirk presented his overview of 
the assassination, the commission’s work 
(including the “magic bullet” theory), film 
footage shot by onlooker Abraham Zaprud- 
er, and the FBI investigation. 

Quirk’s take is that the commission 
— appointed by then President Lyndon B. 
Johnson a week after the assassination and 
headed up by then Supreme Court Chief

Justice Earl Warren — made no real effort 
to investigate and follow evidence to get at 
the truth. 


Report fuels conspiracy theories 

The investigation was intended to quell 
concerns about an assassination plot. In- 
stead, it has only fueled conspiracy theories 
— from gunmen on the grassy knoll to the 
Mafia — ever since the report was released 
in September 1964. More than 2,000 books 
and numerous television programs and mov- 
les — some true and some untrue — have 
attempted to explain who killed Kennedy. 

“The commission was created to convince 
the public that Lee Harvey Oswald acted 
alone. To prevent a nuclear war, Johnson 
wanted to end speculation that the Soviet 
Union or Cuba were involved in the assas- 
sination,” said Quirk. 

Even before the commission met, Quirk 
said then Deputy U.S. Attorney General 
Nicholas Katzenbach outlined what the 
commission reported: Oswald was the as- 
sassin and would’ve been convicted had 


there been a trial.

Quirk said numerous facts existed that 
contradicted the report. He said the FBI, 
which conducted the commission’s investi- 
gation, did an “awful” job of following the 
evidence. 

“For example, it didn’t follow-up on sto- 
ries in the Dallas newspapers or contact lo- 
cal photo labs to check what onlookers like 
Zapruder might have captured on their cam- 
eras.” 


Home movie becomes crucial evidence 

Zapruder’s home movie images of the 
motorcade became one of the most famous 
— and perhaps one of the most gruesome 
— pieces of evidence. Yet, said Quirk, if Za- 
pruder hadn’t insisted the FBI look at his 
film, it might have been ignored. 

“Zapruder meticulously followed and 
tracked his film as it was developed,’ he said. 
“If Zapruder hadn’t been so thorough about 
the chain of custody for processing his film, 
no one probably would’ve believed him.” 

His movie showed Kennedy’s fatal head

The ‘magic bullet’ theory 

Quirk said the film forced the commission 
to revise its theory that three shots were fired 
and that one missed. Instead of investigating 
the possibility of a fourth shot that could’ve 
been fired from the grassy knoll ahead of the 
motorcade, he said commission member and 
former Pennsylvania Sen. Alan Specter cre- 
ated the “magic bullet” theory. 

To explain that three shots were fired from 
behind and above the motorcade, Quirk said 
the commission theorized that the same 
bullet, the so-called “magic bullet,’ exited 
Kennedy’s neck and then entered Connally’s 
back. 

Among other evidence Quirk said was 
overlooked:

whose earlier defection to the Soviet Union 
may have been a cover for spying. 

¢ Oswald also didn’t act like a loner, living 
in a Dallas suburb with his wife, mother and 
two daughters. 

e A paraffin test to determine if Oswald 
had any gun powder was inconclusive. His 
right cheek — which should have had a pow- 
der burn from where he rested it while firing 
the rifle — tested negative. His hands tested 
positive — but handling books, as Oswald 
did, could have also caused a positive result. 

e There is strong evidence that Oswald did 
not shoot a rifle that day. Nor was he posi- 
tively linked with the sixth-floor window of 
the Texas Book Depository where the shots 
were fired. Only minutes after the shooting, 
a Dallas police officer found Oswald calm 
and drinking a Coke in the second-floor 
lunchroom accessible only by stairs at that 
time of day.

president was rushed. The cleaning — and a 
renovation of the car three months later — de- 
stroyed any evidence from the president’s 
wounds. 

Quirk said books and other material he’s 
read about the assassination led him to con- 
clude that the evidence doesn’t support the 
commission’s report. He said it made its 
facts fit a pre-determined outcome. 

“There are all kinds of problems that stick 
out like a sore thumb. Among other things, 
the commission ignored evidence, allowed 
the crime scene to be trashed, and ruled out 
evidence because of pressure from LBJ and 
the FBI.” 

Despite his opinion that the investigation 
was botched and a foregone conclusion from 
the start, Quirk didn’t offer a theory about 
who killed JFK. “I have no idea who did it,” 
he said. 

“There are all kinds of choices for who 
did it. Nothing I present requires vast exper- 
tise. Anybody’s guess is as good as mine, but 
I don’t believe the evidence proves Oswald 
did it.”

sidered by a local Community Preservation Act Committee 
(CPAC) and moved to the Agawam City Council for final 
approval. 

Her application was endorsed by CPAC as well as May- 
or Richard A. Cohen. 

While some residents were frustrated that a commercial 
business owner could be granted taxpayer funds in order 
to come into compliance with federal Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act laws, one town official said that CPA funding 
is allowed to be used for such purpose. 

“The biggest misconception is that private individuals 
cannot apply for CPA funding,” said Deborah Dachos, 
director of planning and community development. “The 
purpose of the historic component of the CPA is that it 
preserves structures, regardless of who owns them.” 

According to Dachos, the CPA committee recognized 
that not all historical structures would be publicly owned. 
In addition, private businesses pay into the CPA fund, she 
said. 

“They’re all contributors,” said Dachos. 


Application withdrawn 

Despite the preliminary approval from CPAC, Gourde 
withdrew her CPA application last week, said Dachos, who 
was working with Gourde throughout the process. 

“My understanding is she did not have an opportunity 
to show her lender the preservation/deed restriction,’ said 
Dachos. “She felt that she needed to do that in order to en- 
sure her lender would continue to support the project.” 

“We were advised that the historic preservation may 
cause an issue with our lender as far as getting funding for 
the rest of the project,” said Gourde. “That came to light 
very late last week and there wasn’t enough time for us 
to meet with our lender to get those questions answered 
before [Monday’s] vote.”

As a result, Gourde said she thought it best to withdraw 
and “‘reinvestigate.” 

The total cost of the project was expected to exceed 
$300,000, Gourde said. She planned to approach the proj- 
ect in phases. 

The building needs ADA compliance to the exterior and 
interior to allow full access. On the exterior, that will in- 
clude a handicap ramp and new entrance doorway. Inside, 
an archway needs to be widened to allow a wheelchair to 
pass into the common foyer. 


Historical importance 

Gourde applied for the grant on the basis of the build- 
ing’s historical importance to the community. The building 
was built in 1861 and is an example of Italianate architec- 
ture. It is listed on the town’s “Inventory of Historic Struc- 
tures” and has been recognized by the Agawam Historical 
Commission as one of the town’s most important historical 
resources. 

It was a private home until the 1950s when Gourde’s 
father, Arthur J. Leary Jr. bought the property to be home 
to Country Squire Furniture. 

In the 1970s, he purchased two tobacco sheds which 
were deconstructed and rebuilt as a carriage house behind 
the Country Squire Shop, which hosted Ensign Cooper’s 
(now Cooper’s), a gift shop to compliment the furniture 
store, which closed after 53 years. 

Gourde and her husband purchased the property from 
her father’s Trust this past spring and opted to “create a 
larger, more diversified shopping destination.” 

She had anticipated minimal changes to the existing 
structure in order to allow for the historic charm to re- 
main. 

“It really was the perfect project for the CPA,” she said, 
adding the funds would not cover the whole project and 
“we need to make sure we can secure financing for the 
rest.”
